On Saturday evening last the streets 
around 
Berkeley station 
were 
filled 
with people attracted by the announce­ 
ment that there was to be a grand 
parade of the Junior Order of Ameri­ 


can Mechanics, prior to the ceremony 


of dedicating the new hall which has 
just 
been erected by the Williams 
Brothers for Paul Revere Council of 
Berkeley. 


When the 8 o'clock tiain arrived it 


was filled with members of the Order 
from the different 
Councils of San 
Francisco, headed by the California 
State Barid of thirty-eight pieces and a 
couple of drum corps. 
Each member 
bore aloft three pampus plumes colored 
red, white and blue, while others 
car­ 
ried flags. 


After alighting from the train they 
formed ranks and marched to Odd 
Fellows' Hall, where they were met by 
Paul Revere Council of Berkeley, who 
fell in behind the band. 
T h e order 


was 
then given to march, and the 
Berkeley and San Francisco councils 
marched down Shattuck 
avenue to 
Bancroft way, where they met the Oak­ 
land and Alameda councils that had 
come out in handsomely 
decorated 
cars on the Telegraph avenue • line. 


The 
march was then resumed up Shat­ 
tuck avenue to University avenue and 
back to Bancroft way, where the mem­ 
bers of the different councils counter­ 
marched and then entered the hall, 
which had been handsomely decorated 


for the occasion with American flags, 
which make the prettiest 
decorations 
known. 


After all had been seated the band 
played an overture. 


Past 
Counsellor 
Paola 
Salisbury 
called upon Rev. H . A . Ketchum to 
open the exercises with prayer and 
that gentleman delivered a most pa­ 
triotic and impressive prayer. 


Mr. 
Salisbury then welcomed the 
visiting brothers to Berkeley and said: 
•'Brothers this is one of the proudest 
moments of my life. 
Only eleven 
weeks ago Paul Revere Council was in­ 
stituted and I promised the Grand 
Council that 
Paul 
Revere Council 
would ask you to assist in dedicating 
its own new hall inside of six months. 
Brothers you are here tonight just a 
little over two months 
since I made 
hat promise to assist in the dedication 


of Paul Revere Hall Junior Order of 
American Mechanics." 
His remarks 
were received with applause and con 
gratulations were hurled at him from 


all sides. 


A. C. Piat then made the opening 
address. 
He stated that Paul Revere 
Council was started just eleven weeks 


ago with twenty-three charter members 
and now its membership was forty-six 
anoV ' 
— " d their own hall. H e 
gave some statistics about the order 
and its principles. 
H e was followed 


by "Hail Columbia" by the band. 


H. C. Schaelzer, Grand Counsellor 


of the State of California, was then in­ 
troduced. 
He said that he was glad 
to be able to assist in the dedication of 
the new hall of Paul Revere Council 


No. 28, and he knew that it was des­ 
tined 
to be one of the 
strongest 
Councils in the State. 
He 
said 
the 
Junior 
Order 


of 
American Mechanics was started 
in i860 with a large membership, but 
that shortly after its organization the 


war broke out, and its members went 
to the war to uphold Old Glory. In 


1869 
the organization was reorganized 


by S. C. Chapin with a membership of 
67,000 and that its present membership 


is 200,000, and it is increasing at the 
rate of 15,000 every year. 
It was the 
first organization to put O l d Glory 
over the public schools, and now it 
flies over the school houses in every 
city and crossroad in the land, and 
the organization is now working for 
free text books. 
W e assist Americans 
in getting employment we pay sick 
benefits and give you a good funeral 
when you die. T h e receipts of the 


order for the past four years up to 
December, 
1884, was $3,796,114.47. 


The 
amount paid out for sick benefits 


was $1,328,420.28. 
T h e balance on 
hand in the treasury is $1,329,801.73 
He was proud of Berkeley and its 
Council, which was the first one in the 
State of California to own its own hall.

cil then sang the Battle Hymn of the 
Republic, the audience joining in the 
chorus. 


William N. Vandermark of Aster 
Council, who is known as the old 
wheel horse of the order, then made a 


few remarks stating that he was now 
arranging for a uniform rank in the or­ 
der and that the uniforms are now en 
route from the East. 


Mr. H. A. Moening then entertained 
the boys with a guitar solo. 


The 
meeting then 
tendered a vote 


of thanks to the California State Band 


for furnishing the music. 


Mr. Salisbury then announced that 
Paul Revere Council would go to San 
Francisco in a body to attend the ball 


of the order to be given at Odd Fel­ 
lows hall on the evening of November 
26th. 


The 
Rev. H. A. Ketchum then pro­ 
nounced the benediction. 


Mr. Salisbury then invited all present 
to form in line and march to the ban­ 
quet room on the lower floor and par­ 
take of refreshments. 
This was done 
with a will and a» pleasant hour was 
passed discussing the good things pro­ 
vided and in becoming acquainted with 
each other. 
At a little after 10 o'clock 
the visitors took the cars for home hav­ 


ing 
thoroughly 
enjoyed th«jfy trip to 
Berkeley.

Wo come back n o w t o t h e original 
question, and the only answer that can 
bp piveu it--, " G i v e the boy the broadest 
education t h a t his t i m e a n d abilities 
will p e r m i t . " 
My own belief is that 
there iH no better early preparation for 
A professional career of a n y kind t h a n j 
that given i n fhe public schools of OAR] 
larger cities. 


Having 
completed the public school 
course, I would have h i m take the usual 
academic course involved in prepara­ 
tion for our larger colleges, giving more 
attention to mathematics and less t o 
classics, but, if there be time, a great 
deal of attention to both. 
The object of 
this pmiod of ii young man'B education 
is decidedly more t h e training of the 
mind than instruction, and for that rea­ 
son it matters less what t h e boy learns 
than the habits of thought w h i c h a r e 
inculcated at this time. 


In the study of quantitative

ical anajysis the student is most easily 
introduced 
into tho methods of exact 
science. 
In it he is fnmiliarized at the

family. 
T h e study of chemistry in HA 
definite proportions is the easiest and , 
surest road to a rational understanding j 
of the physical qnnlities of matter up­ 
on which t h e structural engineer de- | 
pends for t h e snccess of his creations.

Two young Cantonese are in the same 
carriage with me, and I ask them w h y 
the railway is so badly managed and 
the oars so dirty. 
They inform m e that 
they are related to one of the directors, 
a n d t h a t n o donbt the d i r t arose from 
the number of strangers w h o had travel­ 
ed lately by t h e line, w h o do n o t under 
stand western 
sanitary arrangements— 
in fact, never w e r e in a train before. 


It has become quite dark, and w e are 
not provided w i t h a light. I inquire 
the reason.

no got a o i l ; not a w i c k , " is the reply.

Every now and tlien an anecdote oomes 
to the front showing that our first presi­ 
dent liked the theater as well as do his 
followers of today. »Tbe point is men­ 
tioned in one of the many theatrical 
stories narrated in "Shakespeare's Hero­ 
ines on the Stage." Says the author of 
the book: 


" A Philadelphia Portia of this same 
season of 1798-4 comes of a noted fam­ 
ily, being none other than Mrs. Eliza 
Whitlock, ttoe sister of Mrs. Siddons and 
of the Kembles. In England, at the age 
of 22, she had made her London debut 
as the heroine of 'Shylock' on the 22d 
of^jjFebrunry, 1788, and though some­ 
what masculine in face and figure, yet 
displayed so animated a countenance 
and so graceful n bearing as to win a 
moderate degree of favor. A few years 
orrer~-«anjug to this land she enjoyed 
the distinctiSn-of playing the first 'star' 
engagement on the 3nrs?i?ai» Ktage, be­ 
ing engaged for $450 and a benefit, to 
play at the Boston theater in October, 
1796. 
There she repeated her J?ortin, 
contending with the remembrance of 
Mrs. Powell's impersonation of a pre­ 
vious season. She also had the honor of , 
playing before George Washington iu 
Philadelphia." 


Eulalla's Pipe. 


Perhaps the souvenir which Mr. Ho- 
bart C. Chatfield-Tnylor values more 
highly than any other in his large mid 
interesting collection is the pipe which 
the Infanta Enlalin smoked during her 
visit to Chicago in 1893.

hours spent together, but it is not clear 
whether these happy hours involvn the 
pipe or Mr. Chatfield-Tnylor.—Chicago 
Record.

Professor Runuebaum of Berlin, sent 
by the German government to examine 
the timber resources of our Pacific coast, 
expresses amazement at the waste he 
witnessed there.

His re­ 
mark that the life of the forests is the 
life of the people is no flourish of rhet­ 
oric.
